THE LATE DUKE 


from a drawing taken during 
his life, shows that the seventh 


son of George the Third was a 
Prince of penetration and com- 
manding ability. His Royal 
Highness was known and es- 
teemed for his good works. Born 
on February 24, 1774, Prince 
Adolphus was educated, like his 
distinguished son, for the Army, 
pursuing his studies at Gött- 
ingen, in Germany, with his 
brothers, the late King of Han- 
over (Duke of Cumberland) and 
the late Duke of Sussex. In 
"93 Prince Adolphus served with 
gallantry as ensign before Dun- 
kirk, where he received no less 
than nine wounds in ac- 
tion. It was in 1801 that 
he was created Duke of 
Cambridge ;- and on May 
18, 1818, married the Prin- 
cess Augusta, third 
daughter of the Landgrave 
Frederick, of Hesse-Cassel. 
He proved a wise Viceroy 
of Hanover from 1816 to 
1837. In England, the late 
Duke of Cambridge (who 
was the favourite son of 
George III.) was greatly 
beloved for his devotion to 
the cause of Charity, and 
for his genial bonhomie 
—exemplary qualities for 
which his accomplished 
and intellectual wife was 
also noted. 

The Duke expired on July 8, 1850, at Cam- 
bridge House, Piccadilly, since the residence of 
the late Lord Palmerston, and now the habit- 
ation of the bucks of the Naval ‘and: Military 
Club. -R.H. was succeeded by his only son, 
now the Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief th ' 
military forces of the Crown; and he left two 
daughters—the popular and estimable Princess 
Mary Adelaide, wedded to the Duke of Teck; 
and her elder sister, Princess Augusta, married, 
in 1843, to the Hereditary Grand Duke of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz. We give, on the next page, a 
Drawing of the late Duke of Cambridge’s funeral, 
the Engraving representing the procession leav- 
ing Cambridge House on the early morning of 
July 16, 1850, for Kew, where the religious 
service in the church was attended by the late 
Prince Consort, on. behalf of the Queen, the Duke 
of Wellington, and many members of the Royal 
family, including the bereaved widow, her son, 
und daughters. : 


THE PRESENT DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE 


is known to' have been a most dutiful son. 
Indeed, his private and public life redounds to 
his honour. As mentioned in the memoir pub- 
lished in the last Number of The Penny Tllastrated 
Paper, it was the thoughtful and’ considerate 
custom of. his Royal Highness to pay his vener- 
able mother a daily visit whilst in town.: One of 
these affectionate meetings forms the subject of 
our In Memoriam Illustration on the front pago 
of the present Issue. It was characteristic of

the strong mental faculties of the Duchess that 
she to the last, paralysed as she was, took a 
lively interest in current events, and preserved 
her love for music, Signor Tosti having played 
some of her favourite airs to her not many hours 
before she breathed her last on Saturday, April 6. 


FUNERAL OF THE DUCHESS 

OF CAMBRIDGE. : 
A week after her death—on Saturday morning 
last, April 13—the remains of the Duchess of 
Cambridge (who expired at the great age of 
ninety-two, having been born on July 25, A797) 
were removed from St. James's Palace for inter- 
ment in Kew Church. Sir Spencer Ponsonby 
Fane had the direction of the affair; and the 
well-known firm of Banting (who conducted the 
obsequies of the late Duke of Cambridge in 1850) 
arranged the funeral of Saturday last. An hour 
before.the departure a preliminary service was 
held in the death chamber—attended, of course, 
only by those immediately connected with the 
deceased lady. The Rev. Mr. Sheppard officiated, 
those present being the. Duke of Cambridge, 
Princess Mary of Teck, the Duke of Teck, the 
Grand Duke and Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 


and the household of the late Duchess of Cam- 
bridge. At half-past eight the coffin, which was 
of polished English oak, with gilt mountings, 
Was carried from St.’ James’s Palace to the 
hearse. The hearse was drawn by six horses, 
and through the plate-glass panel could be seen 
the coffin, which was completely 
COVERED BY WREATHS AND FLORAL TRIBUTES, 
the most prominent being those of the Queen, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, Duchess of 
Albany, Duke of Cambridge, Duchess of Teck, 
&c. The Queen's Guard, with colours, was 
drawn up in the Ambassadors! Court—the colours 
being lowered and the Guards presenting arms 
as the coffin was carried out. As the procession 
moved off, a guard of honour turned out. In 
front of the hearse rode three 
LIFE GUARDS, 

while immediately after the coaches followed a 
detachment of Guards. The pretty little town 
of Kew was in mourning. Battalions of Cold- 
stream Guards, carrying their rifles, and squads 
of police and troops of mounted police poured 
into the town; and the Green, long before the 
hour for which the ceremony was fixed, presented

ground. "The toyal standard floated above

half-mast high, and at Cambridge 
opposite the blinds were all lowered. In the 
church Mr. Jones, the Queen's head gardener, 
had bestowed a great deal of artistic care. He 
had decorated the semi-circular walls in the 
vicinity of the altar and tomb with foliage plants 
and flowers, brought especially to Kew from the 
Royal gardens at Frogmore. Magnificent palms, 
intermingled witha splendid collection of acacias,

At five minutes past twelve the procession left 
Cambridge Cottage, the coffin being borne 
shoulder- -high by picked men of the Coldstream

‘church with the music of “0 rest in the Lord ” 
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itself. Every soldier lining the pathway on 
either side reversed his rifle. Then there came 
the roll of muffled drums, commencing with a 
low note and gradually swelling to a louder 
volume, then slowly dying away with a mourn- 
ful cadence. Three more solitary notes, and the 
grandly solemn music of Ohopin's ‘ Dead 
March"' pealed out. The procession advanced 
very slowly up the carpeted avenue, and 
reaching the door of the church it was 
met by the Rev. Edgar Sheppard, Sub- 
Dean of her Majesty’s Chapels Royal, and 
Domestic Chaplain to the late Duchess, the Very 
Rev. Randall n Davison, the Dean of Windsor, 
aud the Rev. W. H. Bliss, Vicar of Kew. The 
surpliced choir of the church filed slow) y out of 
the vestry, and, the bands having been silenced, 
the cortége moved on into the church and down 
the centre aisle, the choir singing the opening 
sentences of the Burial Service, ** I am the resur- 
rection and the life," to Croft's music. Inside 
the church every available seat was occupied. 


THE QUEEN WAS ESCORTED 


to alow temporary wooden draped platform on 
the south side of the nave, and facing the 
catafalque, which was erected in the centre of a 
draped dais. Among those who were near were 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz, the Duke of Teck, the Prince of 
Wales, Prince Albert Victor of Wales, the Crown 
Prince of Denmark, Prince Christian of Denmark, 
the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, the 
Duchess of 'Teck, Princess Victoria of Teck, 
the Princess of Wales, Princesses Louise, Maud, 
and Victoria of Wales, the Duchess of Albany, 
the representatives of those members of the 
Royal family who are abroad, Colonel and 
Captain Fitzgeorge (sons of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge), Lord Alcester, Lord Wolseley, the 
Marquis of Lothian, Lord Salisbury, the Duke of 
Richmond, the Duchess of Beaufort, Count 
bape Mr. Matthews, and Lord Cranbrook. 
The cortège having reached the catafalque, the 
hymn “ Lead, kindly light," was sung; and the 
Psalm xc., ** Domine refugium," which was a

was read. The Lesson read was 1 Cor. xv. 20, and 
was followed by the hymn “My God, my 
Father, while I stray," and the prayers used in 
the committal of a body to the earth. ©The 
choir then sang, ‘‘ Now the labourer’s task is 
o'er.” While the choir sang the verses of the 
hymn the coffin was moved down an inclined 
plane to the vault by the side of the late 
Duke of Cambridge's, where, the benediction 
having been pronounced, the Queen, the 
Duke of Cambridge, and other Royal mourners 
saw it for the last time. After withdrawing 
from the tomb, the Queen left the church, 
and drove back to Kew Station, whence 
she journeyed to Windsor. Flowers decked the 
whole of the altar; but on the coffin were only 
Royal floral tributes, that from the Queen bear- 
ing a card with the words * A mark of loving 
affection and respect from her devoted niece, 
Victoria, R.I." The Queen of Denmark wrote : 
“ Farewell, till we meet again." 


THE QUEEN AT THE FUNERAL. 


A few notes of interest respecting her Majesty's 
puro in the funeral service at Kew on 

aturday may be added. Preceded by the Lord 
Chamberlain, carrying his wand of office and 
stepping backwards in accordance with Court 
etiquette, her Majesty walked alone up the aisle 
to her seat. The Queen wore a heavy veil of 
crape, and appeared to be labouring under the 
deepest emotion. The organ was filling the 


when the Queen entered the church, and con- 
tinued to do so until her Majesty was seated. 

At the close of the religious ceremony, the 
Queen rose, but not immediately to leave. There 
was to be one added touch of nature to this 

athetic service. Walking towards the Duke of 

ambridge, who stood alone, silent and grief- 
stricken, and who bent at her approach, her 
Majesty, raising her veil, kissed her cousin on 
the forehead, and stood silent, too, for a moment. 
Then she turned, and, followed by the Duke, 
walked alone down the aisle to her carriage, bow- 
ing to the standing congregation, though it was 
evident that she had to make a strong effort to 
retain her self-control.

THE LATE DUCHESS or 
CAMBRIDGE was the 
last survivor of the 
George IV. generation 
of the Royal family, 
and she was decidedly 
the most estimable and 
the most talented of 
them. Shehad known 
intimately a host of 
distinguished persons, 
both at home and 
&broad, and she could 
tell mauy good stories 
about them. 


The Duchess was 
much beloved by her 
relatives, and formerly 
her popularity in so- 
ciety was unbounded, 
She was a woman of 
di-tinguished accom- 
plishments, a most 
enthusiastic musician, 
had a very tine manner, 
and always displayed great tact and good feeling. 
[Her beautiful photograph in the shop window of 
the titled photographer's about the centre of the 
east side of Regent-street indicates her intellectual 
force of character.] 


When the Duchess came to England on her 
marriage in 1818, she was warmly welcomed. Mr. 
Charles Greville has recorded that she was received 
“in a most flattering manner." 


The marriage of the Prince of Wales was a great 
gratification to the Duchess, the Princess beiug her 
grand-niecc. 


For many years past the Duchess never quitted her 
apartments in St. James's Palace, where she occu- 
pied the fine house which George III. gave the 
Duke of Cumberland (King Ernest of Hanover) for 
his life. "These **apartments" were given to the 
Duchess of Cambridge in 1851, after King Ernest’s 
death. There are two sets, the one looking towards 
the park and the other on Cleveland-row, and she 
occupied the one in summer and the other in winter, 


The Duchess retained her faculties to the last, and 
till within a short time of her death she continued to 
take a keen interest in the course of public affairs 
both at home and abroad. She discussed all current 
topics with great acuteness, and was always much 
interested in the various concerns of all her Royal 
relations. ; | 

The Duke of Cambridge saved largely during his 
Viceroyalty of Hanover, and the Duchess: possessed 
& very considerable fortune, the bulk of which is 
understood to have been bequeathed by her to trustees 
for the benefit of the Duchess of Teck and her 
children. y 

The Prince of Wales will dine with Lord Salis- 
bury at his State banquet on Saturday, May 25, the 
day on which the Queen’s birthday is to be kept, 
and Lady Salisbury will have a huge reception at 
the Foreign Office on that night. 


A correspondent at Rawul Pindi sends mé an 
account of the visit of the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught to that station at the beginning of last 
month. Their Royal Highnesses seem, as usual, to 
have made themselves generally popular.

Prince Henry of Prussia is to bring the Irene, the 
new cruiser to which he has just been appointed, to 
Spithead, when the Emperor visits Kngland in 
July. She is to take part in the Naval Review, and 
will be present when the Fleet assembles prior to 
the manceuvres. 


It is practically settled that the Prince of Naples 
(only son of the King of Italy) is to marry Princess 
Clémentine, the youngest of the three danghters of 
the King of the Belgians. 


The Duke of Cambridge is to go to Brussels in 
June, to unveil the monument which has been erected 
in the principal cemetery there over the graves of 
the British officers who died of wounds received at 
Quatre Bras and Waterloo. 


Lady Cowell, the wife of Sir John Cowell, the 
popular Master of the Household, has just succeeded 
to the Clifton Castle estate, in the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, by the death of her mother, Mrs. Pulleine, 
who was the widow of Mr. James Pulleine, for many

HOW THE CALLIOPE 
WEATHERED THE STORM. 


THE SAMOAN DISASTER. 


Tur detailed.information about the recent hurri- 
cane at Samoa shows that the manner of the 
Calliope's escape and the circumstances attending 
theloss of the American ships make a striking 
Story, even among a mass of particulars every 
incident of which was memorable. 'The German 
vessels Eber and Adler and the United States 
sloop Nipsic were already lost, when 
HER MAJESTY'S SHIP CALLIOPE, 


after coming into collision with the Vandalia, 
resolved to abandon her anchors and trust to her 
engines for safety in flight. It was a momentous 
resolve, for the anchors and engines together had 
failed to save the other vessels in the harbour. 

Wnen Captain Kane threw the head of the 
corvette into the teeth of the storm, and slipped 
his cables, the Calliope, for an appreciable 
period of time, remained perfectly still. ‘Then 
she gathered headway by inches, and finally 
moved at a snail's pace past the Trenton. As 
the Calliope steamed into safety, the 450 men 
who formed the 


OFFICERS AND CREW OF THE TRENTON, 


though momentarily expecting a fatal disaster to 
themselves, raised a ringing cheer as a tribute to 
the brave daring of the English commander. 
The crew of the Calliope returned the greeting 
as heartily. 


THE SINKING OF THE VANDALIA. 


The next incident was the sinking of the 
Vandalia. Her rigging was thronged with men 
when the Trenton found itself in its worst 
difficulty. Its fires were out, the sails were gone, 
the pouring of oil on the waves was useless, and 
the danger was imminent of a collision between 
the Trenton and the Vandalia, which would 
destroy the last hopes of the survivors clinging to 
the Vandalia’s rigging. At this juncture Lieu- 
tenant Brown, on the Trenton, ran up the ship’s 
colours, the only flag that floated at Apia on that 
day, ordered the ship’s band to play 


* THE STAR-SPANGLED BANNER," 


and sent every other man of the ship's company 
into the port-rigging, rightly calculating that 
their weight on the side next to the storm, and 
their mass of resistance to the gale, would help 
the manceuvring of the ship. 

As the Trenton and the Vandalia approached 
for collision, the Trenton men cheered the 
Vandalia crew. The latter replied as well as 
they could, with their throats enfeebled by ex- 
posure, but good-heartedly, as recognising that 
the Trenton was their unwilling executioner. 
Singularly enough, the Trenton never came 
alongside a dock more gently than her stem now 
touched the Vandalia, whose survivors swarmed 
upon the Trenton's decks into comparative safety. 

The details of this disaster entirely remove the 
idea of blame from everybody.. No human pre- 
caution was neglected. All the vessels were 
simply helpless in the seething waves, and were 
knocked about like so many eggs in a bubbling 
pot.

STORY OF THE SEA. 


SIXTY-SIX HOURS ON A LIFE-BUOY. 
Mr. A. M. Barrxz, engineer of the steamer Gulf 
of Trinidad, who arrived at Plymouth last Sunday 
from Barbadoes, narrates an almost unexampled 
adventure which befell him during the voyage of 
that ship. 


THE GULF OF TRINIDAD, 
while voyaging from Iquique for Europe, en- 
countered heavy weather, during which, soon 
after twelve o'clock on a dark night, 
BATTYE WAS WASHED OVERBOARD. 
The accident was observed on board, and a life- 
buoy was immediately thrown over and the vessel 
stopped. Battye sank deeply when reaching the 
water, but on rising to the surface he struck out 
swimming, and 
REACHED THE LIFE-BUOY. 
The way on the steamer had carried her far 
beyond him, and though the boat was lowered, 
the prospect of finding him in such weather, and 
at night, was almost hopeless. 
BATTYE SOON CEASED TO SEE THE SHIP, 
and when daylight broke he found himself alone 
on the life-buoy a hundred miles, so far as he 
knew, from any help. He kept afloat through- 
out the next day, althicagh the tropical heat of 
the sun was intense. The following night he 
suffered terribly from being without anything to 
eat or drink, and in momentary 
DANGER OF BEING SWALLOWED BY THE SHARKS 
of that region. Another day he held on with 
amazing endurance, his physical exhaustion and 
mental anxiety being intense. For the next 
night he ceased to feel hungry, but suffered from 
EXCESSIVE THIRST. 


The third day dawned to find him still in the 
same position. On the evening of that day a 
Norwegian barque passed close by him, the 
steersman of which saw an object in the water, 
and thought he saw Battye move. ‘The barque 
was immediately put about, and a boat lowered, 
and after a short search found 


THE BUOY WITH BATTYE STILL CLINGING TO IT, 


although when taken on board the barque he 
was insensible. He was treated with great care 
and kindness by the Norwegians, and, being 
transferred to a home ship, has arrived in 
Plymouth to tell his marvellous tale. He is a 
fine young man, about twenty-three years of 
age. The Norwegian captain retained the life- 
buoy as a memento of the wonderful adventure. 
Battye has proceeded to the Home in London.

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ESOS VS 
REPETITION OF THE 
MANSFIELD - ROAD HORROR ON 
THE MIDLAND RAILWAY. 


A sHockine tragedy, invested with considerable 
romance, was enacted on the Midland Railway, 
between Nottingham and Trent Junction, last 
Saturday night. The mail-train from Lincoln 
to the West of England stops at Nottingham at 
9.40, and runs thence to Trent (about ten 
minutes), where tickets of Derby passengers are 
collected. When a collector, named Amos 
Taylor, opened the door of a first-class compart- 
ment to examine tickets at Trent, he was startled 
to find a young gentleman in the corner of the 
carriage bleeding from the temple, and a young 
lady, in the opposite corner, with blood flowing 
from a wound in her head. Both were leaning 
upon the arm-rests, and the man appeared to be 
dead, but the woman was observed to breathe. 
A telegram was dispatched to Derby for am- 
bulances and doctors to be in readiness to meet 
the train, and two porters were sent in the com- 
partment with the wounded couple. 
AT DERBY, 
which is about fifteen minutes’ run from Trent, 
it was found that the man was dead, but his 
companion was yet alive. She was removed with 
all possible speed to the Infirmary, but died 
immediately after being admitted to the in- 
stitution. 
A FOUR-CHAMBERED REVOLVER, 


two barrels of which had been discharged, was 
found lying beside the young man; and, from 
the state of the compartment, there can be little 
doubt that he first shot the young woman, and 
then turned the pistol on himself. A bullet lay 
upon the carriage seat, near the lady, having 
apparently fallen from the wound in her head as 
she dropped on the arm-rest after being shot. 

Subsequent investigation revealed that the man 
was 

ROBERT FEROR, A NATIVE OF BRUSSELS, 
who has been in Derby a few months, in the 
employment of a firm of silk merchants. He is 
very respectably connected, and was sent by his 
parents to England in order to master the English 
language and obtain an insight into the silk 
business, an appointment having been given him 
in one of the large wholesale and manufacturing 
houses in Derby. He was only eighteen, and his 
companion, 
NELLIE BAMFORD, 
living in lodgings at Princess-street, Pear Tree, 
Derby, is twenty years old. She was a remark- 
ably pretty girl, and 
HAD BEEN ON THE STAGE, 


but having given that up she was waiting for a 
vacancy at an hotel in Derby, where she wished 
to become a barmaid. Feror had lately been 
showing her considerable attention, and on 
Saturday fetched her from her lodgings in a 
cab. They went together to Nottingham, and 
were apparently upon the best of terms. When 
they entered the Lincoln train on the return 
journey the post-office officials travelling with 
the sorting-van noticed them chatting and laugh- 
ing togther. 
FEROR AND NELLIE BAMFORD 

had undoubtedly contemplated suicide when they 
left Derby. In his pockets were found seven 
letters, five addressed to his parents and friends 
in Prussels and two to acquaintances in Derby. 
One of the letters was delivered at the address 
written upon the envelope on Saturday night. 
Feror therein stated that he intended taking his 
life, and added, ** You will know the reason je 
on." No reference whatever was made to the 
girl. There had not, as far as is known, been 
any quarrel between the lovers, and it is believed 
that in a mad impulse he determined to kill his 
companion before destroying himself.

MURDER IN AMERICA. 

THE murder of an Englishman named J. R. King, 
his wife, and six children, is reported in their farm- 
house in Titus county, Texas, and the arrest of 
King’s cousin and son -in -law charged with per- 
petrating the dreadful deed. It appears that the 
latter had eloped with King’s eldest daughter. He 
admitted having killed King and his wife, but 
alleged that aman named Frank Schulze killed the six 
children with an axe, and then set fire to the house. 


MURDER SENSATION IN PARIS. 
ANOTHER murder took place last Sunday morning in 
the Maison Blanche district. The victim, a young 
woman of twenty-five, and a confirmed drunkard, 
lived in a lodging-house in the Rue Thiers, and early 
in the morning the landlady, perceiving her lodger’s 
door to be ajar, looked into the room, and saw the 
young woman lying dressed upon the floor with her 
head resting upon her hand, apparently asleep. The 
landlady took her up in her arms, to lay her on the 
bed, and discovered that she was dead. There were 
scratches and finger-marks on theneck. The murder 
was probably committed with intent to rob, as the 
victim's pockets were torn out.

CREMATION OF LORD ELY. 
Tur remains of the fourth Marquis of Ely were 
cremated at the crematorium of the Cremation 
Society, St. John's, Woking, on Saturday last.

Its divisions are so arranged 
that the two compartments on the left-hand 
side, under the arm, hold each five cartridges 
only, but all the other divisions have ten cart- 
ridgesineach; and when, in shifting the bandolier 
round, the buckle which was at the back comes 
in front of the breast, the rifleman knows that 
he has only ten cartridges remaining.

The officers wear jackets of a darkish brown 
colour. The cyclists have no overcoats, but only 
capes, as their lower limbs must have free move- 
ment. Their arms are the ordinary rifle and 
bayonet, or sword-bayonet, of infantry soldiers.

in white clothing, was removed from the leaden 
shell in which it had rested, and reverently placed 
upon aniron cradle. This, in turn, was lifted 
on to a miniature trolly. 

The door of the as yet barely-heated furnace 
was opened, and then the spectators, all standing 
uncovered, saw the trolly, with its burden of 
dead humanity, gradually drawn into the furnace. 
Then the door was closed, and the incinerating 
process had commenced. The mortal remains of 
the deceased were not, however, suffered to be 
consumed alone. Upon his breast lay a wreath 
of fragrant Neapolitan violets, the loving tribute 
of the widowed Marchioness, and a cross of choice 
white flowers, entwined by loving hands at 
Kearsney Abbey. 

It was precisely two o’clock when the process 
of cremation commenced. Shortly before five 
o’clock Mr. Halford Mills produced a polished 
oak case, which, on being opened, revealed a 
Doulton urn some 15in. in height and some 7 in. 
in diameter. ‘The ashes of the deceased were 
carefully placed in the urn and it was then 
restored to the. case, which, in addition to the 
usual inscription, indicated the fact of his Lord- 
ship's having been cremated.

BRITISH SURGICAL 
TRIUMPH. 


Tue Manchester Guardian mentions a 
wonderful new departure by a pro- 
vincial surgeon. A small tumour 
was removed from an important nerve 
in a patient’s arm, and in the course of 
the operation some of the nerve itself 
was taken away. ‘This was naturally 
followed by loss of sensation in the 
part of the skin to which the nerve was 
distributed. After forty-eight hours 
the surgeon, having obtained a piece 
of healthy nerve from a leg which had 
just been amputated, proceeded to 
restore the continuity of his patient's 
nerve with the borrowed piece of tissue. 
The result was that sensation returned 
in thirty-six hours, and there was every 
prospect of a complete recovery.
